Average Milk Bottle 
Used Only 17 Times 
Before It Disappears 


WASHINGTON, May 8.—The aver 
age milk bottle m akes only 17 trips 
before it is broken or lost. 
For every consum er who %has 
a 
quart of milk delivered at the door 
each day the dealer in the course of 
a year has to supply 20 new bottles. 
This is the report made by dairy 
experts of the D epartm ent of Agricul­ 
ture. who have ju st com pleted an in 
vestigation of the staggering waste 
of millions of milk bottles annually. 
The investigation, conducted in 86 
cities, shows th a t the average milk 
dealer buys 17,649 
new 
bottles 
a 
month and the large 
dealers 
buy 
more than 90,000 a month, which are 
largely, though not entirely, replace­ 
ment stock. 
I 
In 16 of the 
cities 
investigated. 
more than 8,000.000 sound milk bot­ 
tles are collected annually from the 
city dumps, the specialists report. la 
some cities the business carried on 
by junk dealers Is one of the 
most 
serious sources of m ilk bottle losses, 
they say. 
Not only do th e y ^ ll the 
bottles to dealers in the city, Tint of­ 
ten ship them to othaf towns. 
Most 
states have no law* restricting such 
traffic.

Only 33 cities bad milk bottle ex­ 
changes, or places where milk bot­ 
tles from all sources are sorted oat 
and returned to the owner, provided 
lie is a member of the exchange.

"The increase of rates in the busi­ 
ness district are not so great, but they 
add another burden to the business 
Tuan already heavily burdened with 
‘overhead.’ 
Some suburban residents 
can get along w ithout telephone ser­ 
vice and have already ordered out 
their phones. 
In the ‘first, zone’ many 
are meeting the raise by changing 
from main and two-party lines to four- 
party lines.

INDEMNITY IDEAS 


The 
Germans, 
having 
mastered 
President 
Wilson’s 
fourteen 
points 
and given a little hurried considera­ 
tion to the twenty-six points of the 
League Covenant, will proceed to the 
consideration of 
the 
thirty 
points 
constituting the list of German crimes 
as prepared by the Peace Conference 
experts, beginning with "massacre of 
civilians” and ending with "poisoning 
of wells.” 
While Germany is protesting against 
the 
"exorbitant” demands made 
by 
the Allies at Versailles, it is well to 
keep in mind what those same Ger­ 
mans proposed doing it they won, as 
they expected to. One of the most 
illuminating bits of evidence in that 
line is a memorandum written 
by 
Mathias Erzberger in 1914. Erzberger, 
it should be remembered, is one of 
the most prominent members of the 
present 
German 
government, 
and 
until lately was expected to be the 
head of the Peace Conference delega­ 
tion. 
After 
explaining 
that 
Germany 
would be obliged to annex Belgium 
and other neutral neighbors, with the 
French coast as far as Boulogne, the 
iron mines In French Lorraine, vari­ 
ous French, Belgian and British colo­ 
nies in Africa and a few other odds 
and ends here and there about 
the 
world, he came to the question of 
indemnity—the point of greatest in­ 
terest at the present time. 
"In 
fixing 
indemnities,” 
he said, 
"the actual capacity of a state at the 
moment 
should not 
he considered. 
Besides a large immediate payment 
annual 
installments spread 
over a 
long period could be arranged. France 
would be helped in making them by 
decreasing her budget of naval and J 
military 
appropriations, 
the 
reduc­ 
tions to be imposed in the peace 
treaty being such as would enable 
her to send substantial sums to Ger­ 
many. Indemnities should provide tor 
the repayment of the full costs of the 
war and the damages of war. notably 
in East Prussia, the redemption 
of 
all of Germany’s public debt and the 
creation of a vast fund for incapaci­ 
tated soldiers." 
The Allies seem to have found in 
this document the germ of two or 
three ideas worked out in the treaty 
which Germany is now asked to sign, 
though they have fallen far short of 
the German program 


and Mrs. Average Citizen do not like 
to pay taxes any better thah anybody 
else, but in this case they don’t have 
to pay the taxes. 
We respectfully submit that 
this 
hypothetical average family is 
not 
given as a regular thing, even in an 
era of war prices, to paying more 
than $2 apiece for neckties, more 
than $3 apiece for shirts, more than 
$10 for shoes or picture frames, more 
than $4 for parasols or umbrellas, 
more than $15 for women's hats, more 
than $7.50 for purses and more than 
$50 for trunks. 
This 
being the 
case, the 
tax 
is 
demonstrably what it professes to be 
—a "luxury tax." It may be annoying, 
unwise, unjustly discriminatory, etc., 
but it has the saving democratic merit 
that nobody has to pay it unless he 
feels rich enough to afford it. 


WHEN TO BUILD 


Every city in America needs homes 
—there is a deficit of nearly a million 
of them. Almost every city, too, needs 
factories and stores and office build­ 
ings. For three years there has been 
hardly any building. The whole na­ 
tion is cramped for living quarters 
and working quarters. It is going to 
be far more cramped as the soldiers 
come back and things settle down to 
a busy, peace-time basis. 


And yet many people hesitate 
to 
build. 


There are conspicuous exceptions. 
Some confident and far-sighted busi­ 
ness men are not only realizing the 
situation, hut 
actually 
doing some­ 
thing about it- A firm of automobile 
manufacturers in South Bend. Ind.. is 
planning to build 4,000 houses. A Bal­ 
timore man is building 2,400 houses. 
A business firm in Niles, Mich., Su­ 
spending $1,000,000 on homes for its 
employes. Many manufacturers around 
the country are putting up new fac­ 
tories and many merchants are en­ 
larging their store space. There is 
some 
conspicuous 
public 
construc­ 
tion. too. But in general, taking any 
particular community or the country 
^as a whole, building lags. 
! 
Nearly everyone believes that boom 
times will soon be here. But nearly 
everybody 
is waiting 
for 
building 
prices to come down. 
Disinterested experts all agree that 
this is a mistake. If prices should 
come down a little, when the boom 
i does come it will send them up again 
The general price level is up for a 
long period, possibly forever- 


Thus there is nothing to be gained 
by waiting. The advantage is even 
| said to lie with the man who builds 
I now. He makes sure of getting his 
material 
at prices 
no higher 
than 
those now asked. He makes sure of 
getting his materials promptly, too. 
Moreover, he has no difficulty now in 
obtaining the labor he needs, and he 
can take the pick of the skilled labor. 
If he waits, he will have to take what 
he car. get, as builders did during the 
w’ar.

lations, or ordered their deportation 
and enslavement; the men who fired 
upon hospitals and who shelled with­ 
out warning merchant and passenger 
vessels and crew's which had taken 
to the

under the 
terms of the treaty must be surren­ 
dered to the Allies for punishment. 
Germany has signally failed to ad­

Now, lf she desires peace, she must 
submit to having her enemies do it 
for her.

Alien Laborers Must 
Pay 8 Per Cent Tax on 
Every Dollar Received 


LOS ANGELES, May 8.—Large em­ 
ployers of alien labor in Southern 
California are interested in 
an 
an­ 
nouncement made by Collector of In­ 
ternal Revenue Carter reg*rdiag the 
provisions of the income tax law, re­ 
lating to the collection of 8 per cent 
of th e amount paid in wages to non­ 
resident employes. 
Thousands of these individuals are 
employed every year in harvesting the 
sugar 'beet aqd cotton crops. 
Under the provisions of the law, 
Japanese, Mexicans, Hindu and other 
non-reeident laborers are liable to ^he 
withholding of the tax of 8 per cent 
on each dollar paid to them, unless 
they establish, for the purpose of ex­ 
em ption under the income tax law, 
the fact that they are actual residents 
of th e United States and not merely 
transient sojourners. 
The employer should fortify himself 
w ith certificates furnished by the in­ 
ternal revenue department, says the 
collector, and thus be in a position to 
comply with the letter of the law. 
It is the duty of the employer to de­ 
term ine the status of each alien em­ 
ployed.

Chauffeurs, Clerks In 
San Francisco Flood 
Labor Market of City 


SAN FRANCISCO, 
May 
8.—San 
Francisco is at present flooded with 
clerks and automobile drivers, accord­ 
ing to Robert J. Drady, in charge of 
the local National Catholic W ar Coun­ 
cil K. of C. Employment Bureau. 
According to Drady, the war has giv­ 
en many men chances to learn the 
whims of motor cars, and others the 
desire for living 
in 
the 
centers of 
larger population with the subsequent 
desire for clerking. 
As a result, the 
farms are suffering from labor short­ 
age. 
Although there is somewhat of an 
overcrowded labor supply In this city 
at present, Djudy believes In a pus 
Bible labor shortage when demobiliza­ 
tion is completed. Nearly all firms are 
running short-handed in order to hold 
jobs for men formerly in 
their em­ 
ploy and now in the service. As soon 
as these positions are definitely filled 
or rejected, labor will gradually swing 
into a more certain stride, 
declares 
Drady.

“A .bike hike assumes on the scout’s 
part some ability to take care of a 
wheel properly—to know every’ 
nut 
and chain link by Its first name, and 
to know also the present state of its 
health and disposition. 
“On a bike hike there have to be 
two first aid kits, one for the bike and 
one for the rider. Sometimes both have 
to toe used at the same stop, especial­ 
ly if the stop is for some reason sud­ 
den and unplanned. Both kits should 
he fairly complete, and easily g e t t ­ 
able. 
"When my troop first went in strong 
for the mounted stuff none of us knew 
much about how to assemble a scout, 
his blankets, his grub, his mess kit, 
the first ald outfits above mentioned, 
and possibly half a shelter tent all on
